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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  this  Report  is  more  comprehensive  than  has  heretofore 
"been  customary,  for  it  includes  particulars  of  Public  Health 
improvements  which  have  been  effected  during  the  past  five 
years.  Mortality  and  Morbidity  Statistics  for  that  period 
are  also  included. 

As  this  is  but  one  of  fifteen  Reports  which  I  am  submit¬ 
ting  to  as  many  Authorities  its  size  and  scope  are  necessarily 
more  curtailed  than  would  be  the  case  were  I  merely  acting  for 
a  single  District.

It  is  drained 
chiefly  by  small  affluents  of  the  Welland.  The  geological  for¬ 
mation  to  the  West  is  mainly  Middle  and  Upper  Lias  with  Marlstone 
Rock  which  often  passes  to  a  good  Iron-stone.  Northampton  Sand 
which  is  reddened  hy  iron  occupies  much  of  the  surface  save  to  the

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III.  SA1TITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OR  THE  AREA

Wat  er : - 

Prior  to  the  War  you  had  under  consideration  the  desir¬ 
ability  of  providing  a  pure  water  supply  for  certain  villages 
whose  well-waters  had  been  analysed  and  found  to  be  polluted. 

In  view  of  your  housing  scheme  the  time  is  assuredly  ripe  for 
re-opening  this  question.,  Market  Overton  is  the  one  village 
in  which  a  consistent,  but  unfortunately  futile,  effort  has  been 
made  in  order  to  secure  a  safe  supply.  You  had  under  consider¬ 
ation  the  advisability  of  obtaining  water  for  this  village  from 
Thistleton  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  an  engineer  should  be  con¬ 
sulted  with  a  view  to  obtaining  a  supply  from  this  or  from  some 
nearer  source.  Other  villages  which  are  badly  in  need  of  a 
public  water  supply  are  Edith  Weston,  Langham,  Manton  and  Whis- 
sendine.  With  regard  to  the  first  named  your  Surveyor  had 
submitted  a  satisfactory  Scheme,  while  at  Whissendine  the  real 
necessity  for  a  public  supply  is  accentuated  by  the  presence  of 

a  large  number  of  hand-flushed  closets. 

I 

I  have  reported  in  similar  terms  in  previous  Annual  Reports 
but  so  far  nothing  effective  has  been  done.  It  is  to  be  sin¬ 


cerely  hoped  that  all  these  matters  will  be  dealt  with  in  due 
cours  e . 


Rivers  and  Stre ams  r - 

The  sewage  from  most  of  the  villages  in  the  District 
reaches  the  brook  or  watercourse  untreated.  In  some  instances 
it  undergoes  partial  purification  in  a  length  of  ditch  before 
reaching  the  brook.  At  Ashwell  and  at  Parleythorpe  the  sewage 
is  tanked  and  steps  are  now  being  taken  to  improve  the  system 
of  tanking.  At  Whissendine  there  is  an  osier-bed  which  is 
presumed  to  purify  the  sewage.  The  latter,  however,  reaches 
the  brook  more  or  less  untreated. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage: - 

The  type  of  sewer  in  each  of  the  larger  villages  i3  shown 
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in  the  subjoined  synopsis  of  Sanitary  Circumstances. 

Closet  Accommodation : - 

The  synopsis • reveals  certain  matters  meriting  your  atten¬ 
tion.,.  most  notably  the  continued  existence  of  a  large  number 
of  privy-pits,  over  twenty  per  cent  of  the  houses  in  this  Dis¬ 
trict  being  provided  with  that  most  insanitary  type  of  conven¬ 
ience.  Their  abolition  is  essential,  for  they  have  long  since 
been  recognised  as  prejudicial  to  the  public  health.  They  have 
already  been  abolished  in  the  villages  which  are  systematically 
scavenged,  and  much  of  this  good  work  has  been  completed  within 
the  past  five  years.  In  jnost  villages  one  of  the  more  common 
results  of  the  existence  of  these  pits  is  broadcast  pollution 
of  the  subsoil  as  a  result  of  which  there  are  many  contaminated 
wells.. 

Scavenging : - 

Only  four  of  the  villages  in  the  District,  Exton,  Greet- 
ham,  Langham  and  Market  Overton,  are  provided  with  a  system  of 
scavenging.  I  would  again  urge  you  to  appoint  a  public  scav¬ 
enger  for  all  remaining  villages  with  over  forty  inhabited  houses. 
The  hygienic  necessity  for  this  is  so  fully  realized  by  the 
whole  of  my  profession  that  it  can  no  longer  be  gainsaid.  The 
appointment  of  a  scavenger  is  a  condition  precedent  to  the  effec¬ 
tive  replacement  of  pits  by  pail-closets.

With  a  steadily  decreasing  population  which  fell  from  7  ,QQ4- 
in  1911  to  5,999  in  1921,  cases  of  overcrowding , or  certainly  of 
accentuated  overcrowding,  are  relatively  few.  There  are,  how¬ 
ever,  as  in  many  old-world  Rural  Districts  a  number  of  houses 
which  fall  definitely  below  a  reasonable  standard  of  habitabil¬ 
ity.  In  1919  I  inspected  every  defective  house  in  most  of  the

villages  in  the  District  and  in  the  following  year  I  reported 
that  at  least  two  hundred  should  "be  scheduled  as  unfit  for  hab¬ 
itation  . 

You  approached  the  matter  in  a  comprehensive  spirit  and 
decided  to  build  100  houses  84  of  which  are  shown  on  the  sub¬ 
joined  table  which  is  taken  from  my  Report  of  1920.

which  were  of  course  financially  impossible,  nothing  eventuated, 
hot  a  house  was  or  has  been  built  either  then  or  since.  For 
each  of  the  past  five  years  the  number  of  new  houses  erected  in 
the  District  has  been  "nil"  and  though  the  population  has  still 
further  shrunk,  &  although  improvements  have  been  effected  in 
some  300  houses,  the  housing  requirements  are  substantially  un¬ 
changed  . 

My  own  advice  is  that  you  offer  a  subsidy  of  £100  per  house 
and  do  your  uttermost  in  every  way  to  encourage  building  by 
private  enterprise.  Directly  you  offer  the  subsidy  publicity 
should  be  given  to  the  matter  in  the  local  Press  and  all  neces- 
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sary  steps  should  he  taken  to  make  sure  that  the  offer  is  wide¬ 
ly  known.  If  private  enterprise  does  not  then  respond,  "build 
hy  degrees  within  your  pre-determined  programme- 

In  my  judgment  the  finest  field  for  State  assistance  and 
County  or  District  assistance  in  connection  with  rural  housing 
lies  in  re-conditioning.  My  views  on  the  subject  have  been  re¬ 
corded  elsewhere.  What  we  have  to  bear  in  mind  is  that  the 
actual  number  of  houses  is  ample,  or  nearly  ample,  for  the  ex¬ 
isting  population;  so  that  we  need  not  add  to  their  number  in 
any  parishes  in  which  for  the  same  or  a  smaller  outlay  the  ex¬ 
isting  houses  can  be  brought  up  to  modern  standards  of  comfort 
and  habitability.  A  subsidy  is  needed  and  badly  needed  for  the 
sanitary  and  internal  modernization  of  your  rural  houses  without 
impairing  the  picturesque.  Some  of  the  Council  Houses  which 
have  been  inflicted  on  the  countryside  elsewhere,  though  doubt¬ 
less  very  sanitary  are  violations  of  every  canon  of  artistic 
decency.  The  people  who  sanctioned  them  should  be  compelled  to 
live  in  then.  I  sincerely  trust  that  every  possible  effort  will 
be  made  to  discourage  the  erection  of  any  series  of  ugly  houses 
close  to  a  roadside.  Better  houses  are  wanted  and  badly  wanted 
but  they  need  not  be  an  eyesore.

V.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  0?  ROOD. 

( a )  Milk  Supply. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  several  large  dairy  farms 
in  the  District  from  which  milk  is  sent  to  London  and  elsewhere 
and  bearing  in  mind  the  importance  to  the  rising  population  of 
vigorously  excluding  the  infection  of  Tuberculosis  from  milk  sup¬ 
ply  I  regard  it  as  of  great  importance  that  there  should  be  sys¬ 
tematic  inspection  of  all  milking  cov/s  by  a  Veterinary  Surgeon 
as  is  already  provided  for  in  most  of  the  Districts  for  which  I 
am  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Every  effort  should  also  be  made  to  raise  the  standard  of 
cleanliness  of  milk.  There  is  now  available  a  simple  filtration 
test  by  which  the  degree  of  cleanliness  of  different  samples  can 
be  compared  and  I  would  ask  you  to  authorize  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
to  utilize  it.  It  should  be  rendered  as  difficult  as  possible 
for  any  person  to  sell  dirty  milk,  and  these  filtration  tests  are 
a  very  simple  control.  I  may  add  that  as  this  would  be  additional 
work  for  the  Inspector,  who  is  only  a  part-time  official,  he  should 
be  paid  for  it.  A  small  fee  would  suffice,  say  2/6  per  test, and 
I  would  instruct  him  in  the  necessary  technique  which  is  simple 
but  which  requires  care  and  attention. 

In  Leicestershire  and  to  a  less  extent  in  the  adjoining 
District  of  Uppingham,  we  employ  bacteriological  methods  of  es¬ 
timating  degrees  of  purity  and  cleanliness.  These  are  far  more 
costly,  but  have  already  more  than  amply  repaid  the  expenditure 
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by  raising  and  in  some  instances  almost  revolutionizing  the 
standard  of  cleanliness  in  milk  production.

There  are  12  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  District,  the  sane  num¬ 
ber  as  in  1920,  They  are  maintained  on  the  whole  in  a  cleanly 
and  sanitary  condition.  Prior  to  1925  the  average  number  of  in¬ 
spections  was  about  forty  per  annum.  The  Sanitary  Inspector 
having  been  appointed  Meat  Inspector  now  visits  them  systematic¬ 
ally  and  reports  54-1  inspections  for  the  year.  There  were  no 
seizures  nor  were  there  any  carcases  or  parts  of  carcases  condemn 
ed  for  Tuberculosis.

II.  PREVALENCE  &  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Scarlet  Never 

Eight  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  their  distribution 
being  as  follows Cottesmore  -  1,  Enpingham  -  2,  Exton  -  2, 
Greetham  -  1  and  Market  Overton  -  2. 

Thr-ee  patients  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Scar¬ 
let  Never  is  no?/  as  a  rule  a  very  mild  disease  and  it  is  seldom 
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necessary  to  send  cases  to  hospital 


Diphtheria .  One  case  occurred  at  Martins thorpe.. 

Enteric  Fever. 

Do  case  was  notified  in  the  District.  A  fatal  case,  however, 
was  notified  at  Grantham  in  a  patient  ‘belonging  to  Stretton.  There 
was  no  local  evidence  to  show  how  or  where  the  disease  was  con¬ 
tracted.  The  patient’s  age  was  60  and  he  was  sent  to  a  Hursing 
Home  at  Grantham  suffering  from  "Bronchitis " . 

Pneumonia . 

There  were  eight  fatal  cases  three  of  them  being  in  insti¬ 
tutions  outside  the  District.  Ho  notifications  were  received 
during  the  year.  There  is,  however,  in  my  opinion  nothing 
to  be  gained  by  the  compulsory  notification  of  this  disease.
